LAST SAD RITES 


Secretary Windom L Laid Away 
7 to His Final Rest. 


Private Services at the House and a 
Subsequent Public Funeral, 


A Large Number of Floral Pieces 
Adorn the Secretary’s Coffin. 


Great Crowds Attond the Services at 
the Chureh-An Imposing 
Procession—At the Cem- 
etery and Crave. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON, Feb, 2.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.} The national capital 
truly wasa city of mourning today. 
The executive departments and their 
branches wero closed all day and Con- 
gress did not assemble until 2 o’clock 
in the afternoon. Fiags on all public 
buildings are displayed at half-mast; 
also those of hotels and business es-. 
tablishments throughout the city, and 
the large columns. of the four fronts 
of the Treasury Department were 
heavily draped in black. These hon- 
ors were paid tothe memory of the 
late Secretary Windom, whose remains 
were committed to their last resting 
place today. The Navy Department 
and Department of Justice are also 
draped in mourning in honor of ex- 
Secretary Lancroft and ex-Attorney 
General Devens. 

During the forenoon the body of the 
dead Secretary lay in an open casket 
in the familydrawing-room. The face 
of the deceased wore acalm and peace- 
ful expression. The somber black 
covering of the casket was re- 


lieved by a profusion of beautiful 


white flowers in various designs, trib- 
utes Of loving friends. On the casket 
the only decorations were crossed 
palm leaves and arope of English 
i around the upper edge of the 
l 

TRIBUTES OF FLOWERS. 

The floral offerings were beautiful 
and nymerous. The President and 
Mra. Harrison sent a large wreath of 
violets and lilies-of-the-valley en- 
circled by a band of purple ribbon, 
crossed with asheaf of wheat. The 
Vice-President und Mrs. Morton sent 
a beautiful wreath of Engish violets, 


roses,  ililies-of-the-valiey and  as- 
paragus vine; Secretary and 
Mrs. Blaine sent Euster lilies and 


palms; Fred Brackett, white roses and 
asparagus vines; the ‘Secretary of the 
Navy, a cluster of bride’s roses, palms 
and asparagus vines; the Union League 
Club, of Minneapolis, across of roses 
and lilies-of-the- -valley, with a wreath 
of violets.

THE SERVICES. 

The house was thrown open to the 
public between the hoursof 8 and 11 
o’clock, during which time there was a 
constant stream of people passing 
through. At the latter hour the house 
was closed to visitors and soon after 
brief religious services were con- 
ducted by Rev. Dr. Hamlin, pastor of 
the Church of the Covenant. These 
services were private, the only persons 

nt being members of the afflicted 
family, near relatives, the President, 
Vice-President and members of the 
Cabinet with their ladies. 

The funeral services at the Church 
of the Covenant began at12 o’clock. 
While exceedingly: simple, they were 
profoundly impressive. The attend- 
ance comprised all the leading 
officials in Washington and their fami- 
lies, including the Presideut and Cab- 
inet, Diplomatic Corps, Justices of the 
Supreme Court and Court of Claims, 
Senators, Representatives and officers 
of the army and navy. The Onio 
Society of New York was represented. 
Tbe church was crowded and there was 
an immense crowd surrounding it that 
could not gain entrance. The church 
was devoid of decoration, except that 
many of the beautiful floral pyres, 
previously mentioned, were tastefully 
arranged in front of the pulpit plat- 
form. The pew formerly occupied by 
the deceased was heavily draped in 
mourning. 


WITHOUT DISPLAY OR OSTENTATION. 

The services consisted of singing by 
aquartette and anumber of prayers. 
Dr. Hamlin then reviewed the dead 
statesman’s life, portraying how, while 
following a farmer’s life, Windom’s 
ambition led him to espouse the -pro- 
fession of law. He traced Mr. \Win- 
dom’s course through the House and 
Senate, paying high eulogies to his 
abilities as a Senator and Kepresenta- 
tive. 

The streets in the vicinity of the 
church where the last rites were per- 
formed, were crowded with men, 
women and children, who stood in re- 
spectful silence, many of them with 
bared heads, as the mournful cortege 


passed. The funeral was simple in 


character and without the least attempt 
at display or ostentation. The only 
semblance to military Lonors was the 
presence of sixteen members of the 
‘Treasury branch of the National Guard 
of the District, who acted as body 
bearers aud marched beside the hearse. 
The civic funeral was. 80 large, how- 
ever, as.to be a striking evidence of the 
people’s great love and esteem me the 
dead statesman. 
AT THE CEMETERY.

A QUESTION OF POLITICS. 


Report of the Finance Committee— 
Sewers and Electric Lights—Clity 
‘ Licenses — Chicken Ordli- 
nance—Miscellar eous. 


 The.City Coundil met yesterday morning 
gt 10 o'clock, with President Bonsall in 
the chair and the full membership present. 
After the reading of the minutes, the 


| Zinjero presented the folowing report: 


‘| would report the follow ng as deputies, 
subject to your approval: l. F. Van Tres 
and John Clark, retained, Viark’s tims to 
commence January 22; and also the follow- 
ing, their names to commencs February 1, 
providing their services are needed at that 
time: John D. Stein, James Biggs, John 
Cleland.” 

The matter had been referred to the 
Zanja Committee at the previous meeting, 
after a lively debate, and the report opened 
up the whole matter again. 

The committee presented a rr re- 
port, signed by Messrs, Me(Garry and Rees, 
which is as foilows: “Your committee to 
whom was referred the mutter of the ap- 
poiutment of deputy zanjeros would recom- 
mend the foilowing names: Messrs. Van 
Tres, Clark, Jobn Cieland and John Nir- 
ney. There is another vacancy, which, as 
according to precedent, ws ieave to the 
other member of the Zinjs Committee to 
name.”’ Councilman Alvord presented a 
verbal minority report, saying he had con- 
ferred with the City Attorney, and that offi- 
cial was of the opinion that the Council 
could not change the appointments of the 
Zanjero or dictate to that vificial whom he 
should appoint. 

The debate then commeuced in earnest 
ou pretty much the same lines as at the pre- 
vious meeting. 

Councilman McGarry intimated that the 
occasion of the minority report was because 
Counciiman Aivord wapted two deputies 
from his ward, and wished to oust a Demo- 
crat. Councilman McGarry said he was 
mnaking the fight for this Democrat, and 
w uld continue to do. so, and insinuated 
that the Union League had been exerting 
all its pressure upon the Council to secure 
his ejeciment. 

Councilmas Alvord denied the soft im- 
peachment, and insisted that he had no 
feeling in the matter on political lines. 

Councilman ‘Tufts thought the opinion of 
the City Attorney Ought to settie the whole 
matter, and called on that officer for the 
law of the question. 

City Atwrney McFarland was of the 
opinion that the Council had no power in 
the matter at ail; that the Zanjero had full 
power to appoint the deputies of his office 
as had every other head of department in 
the city government, and he being respon- 
sible for the conduct of his office, should 
have the appointment of the men who are 
to be respopsibie to him. lt was only a 
matter of courtesy that he notified the 
Council of his appointments, and the con- 
firm.«tion of tais body amounted to naught. 

After quite a discussion, in which Coun- 
cilmen ‘Lufts, McGarry, Summeriand, Rees, 
Aivord and others, took part, the matter 
was laid on the table by a vote of 5 to 4, 

FINANCE COMMITTEE. 

The report of the Finance Committee was 
then taken up, and the various recommenda- 
tions adopted. In addition to what bas al- 
ready been published, the following action 
was tak 

ln the matter of the demand of Ben E. 
Ward for $80 premium for insurance on the 
police-station building op Second street, 
we return the same to the Council and ask 
that the matter of insurance on that build- 
ing be considered and decided by the Coun- 
cilasa whole. lit was deciced not to insure 
that building any furthe. The poiicy, 
therefore, wi canceled. 

It was also decided ta aubhorizé the Su- 
perintendent of Weights and Measures to 
to perform the duties of Sealer of Weights 
afd Measures, and the City Attorney was 
instructed to prepare and. present to the 
Council such ordinance as is necessary. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The officia! bond of Chief of Police Glass, 
with Joho Bryson, Sr., and H. Sinsabaugh 
as sureties, in the sum of $5000, was pre- 
sented and approved. 

The Committee on Sewers, to whom was 
referred the communication of the Chief of 
Police relating to vehicles for hire standing 
upon certain streets, recommended the prep- 
eration of an ordinance providing that the 
Piaza be made a — stand for vebicies 
for hire, and prohibiting them froin standing 
on any of the following streets: Main frown 
Commercial to Third, Spring from Temple 
to Third, Broadway from Temple to Third, 
also cross streets between Broadway and 
Los Angeles, from Temple to Third. Laid 
over for one week. 

The Fire and Water Committee recom- 
mended that the City Water Company be 
required to lay four-inch mains on Central 
avenue to city limits, on Tennessee street 
to Ninth street, on Sauta Fé avenue as far 
as the mains are now Jaid, also on Grand 
avenue and Figueroa street io city limits. 
Adopted. 

CITY LICENSES. 

The City Clerk reported for, January 2341 
licenses, amounting to $16,432; 214 returned 
uncollected, yalued at $1007; amount col- 
lected, $15,425. Of the delinquent licenses 
returned to the City Clerk by the City Tax 
aud License Collector the following dispo- 
sition has been made: 106 were either 
double, void, out of business, or refused, 
amounting to $727; 108 have 
over to the Chief of Police for collection, 
}amounting to $280. 

An ordinance was granting the 
property-owners on Thirtieth street, be- 
tween Grand avenue and Figueroa street, 
to grade, gravel and curb Thirtieth street 
by private contract.

-DAMRON IN COURT. 
Examined on Two Charges 
of.Forgery. 


NO DEFENSE 'S OFFERED. 


Held to Answer In $2,500 Eacn—The 
Third Case Continued to Fri- 
day—The Befendant Loses 
His Temper. 


It was after 20’clock when James M. 
Damron was brought into Justice Austin’s 
courtroom yesterday afternoon to stand his 
preliminary examination upon three charges 
of forgery. Mr. Damron was arrayed in a 
light suit and looked veat and clean. He 
wore his usual air of confidence and did 
not seem to be at all uneasy or uncom forta- 
ble. When the examination commenced 
there was the usual attendance of spec- 
taterson hand, but before it closed the 
courtroom was crowded. 

The first case called was No. 7669, which 
charges Damron with forging the name of 
A. H. Duniap and Dr. Walter Lindley to a 
note for $150 of the date of April 21, 1890. 

As soon as it was caled Damron an- 
nounced that he had not been enabled to 
secure counsel and that there existed sev- 
eral reasons why the cases should be con- 
tinued, but the District Attorney had de- 
clined to consentto a continuance. He 
would therefore proceed with the examina- 
‘on. be himself acting in the capacity of 
counsel, client and defendant. 

District Attorney McLachian stated that 
the reason he had declined to consent to 
any continuance was owing to the fact that 
to do so would cause inconvenience to 4 
great many of the witnesses for the people. 

Mr. Damron opened the ball by filing & 
demurrer to all three of the informations 
and also a motion to dismiss them. The 
demurrer was overruled and the motion to 
dismiss denied. | 

Mr. Damron then said something, which 
he referred to mysteriously, might happen. 
As the witnesses*in the case charging 


him with forging the names of 
S. M. Perry and Charles Dunsmoor to a 
note for were anxious to get off he 


we would ask that that case be taken up 
first and then they would be free to go as 
soon as it was concluded, if it was neces- 
sary. The District Attorney consented to 
this arrangement. 

‘The examination of witnesses then com- 


menced. 
‘The name of J. S. Chadwick was called 
by the District Attorney. 

Mr. Chadwick made his way to the stand 
from the rear of the courtroom. 
as he took the seat Damron fixed his eyes. 
upon him, and during his direct examination 
he did not rewove his optics from Chad- 
wick’s face. The latter stood the steady 
g ze, but did not return it. 

Chadwick in respouse to the questions 
asked by the District Attorney swore that 
he had lived here for ten years and that he 
knew Damron. He saw him on the 5th day 
of July last. Damron approached him and 
wanted to secure a loan. He had told him 
that he could give personal security and 
named over a numberof parties whom he 
said would goon his note. Amung those 
named was S. M. Perry and Charles H. 
Dunsmoor. Damron informed him that he 
wanted $200 and the witness told him that 
he knew that Dunsmoor and Perry were 
good for the amount and that he would ac- 
cept them as security. 

he witness then gave Damron a blank 
note to fill out and to secure the necessary 
indorsements. The witness here voiun- 
teered the information that he had dis- 
counted so many notes for Damron that he 
could not remember all of the circumstances 
surrounding each and every one. 

A8s near, however, as he could remember, 
he had given Damron the money on the 
note that same afternoon. He gave him the 
full $200, less his usual commission of 10 


r cent, 

The note in question was introduced in 
evidence, and upon being shown to Chad- 
wick he identified It. 

Damron cross-examined Chadwick very 
closely. He endeavored to show by him 
th .t the person, David Morris, to whom the 
#200 Ae was made payabie, was only a 
myt 

The first question he asked Chadwick was 
where he got the money which he gave him 
on the note. The reply was that he got it 
outof the bank. Damron wanted to know 
who had filled out the alleged forged note. 


mae ram said that it was in his hand- 
writing. 
“Are you acquainted with my handwrit- 


ing?” asked the penman. ; 
~*“lam. I have seen enough of it to know 
it,” said Chadwick promptly. 

“Do you say that I filled out the blanks 
in this note?’ asked Jim. 

The wicness examinéd the note closely 
and said that he would swear that a portion 
ofthe writing on the note was made by 
Damron. There were several little words 
about which be was notcertain. Both of 
the signatures, “Charlies H. Dunsmoor and 
S. M, Perry,” he thought were in the hand- 
writing of Damron. 

“Where was it that 1 asked of you for 
this loan?’’ 

*‘We were in Jack’s restaurant on First 
street and in aroom upstairs. It was about 
noon when you first asked for the money. 
About 3 p. m. of that day I saw yeu in your 
office and gave itto you and you gave me 


this note. The money | gave you belonged 


to David Morris, who is my step-father. He 
now lives at Eureka, Utah. 1 hold his 
power of attorney snd was doing a broker- 
age business for him.” 

“Prior to this note transaction between 
you and myself had 1 transacted business 
for you as an attorney?”’ 

“I believe that yod had done some busi- 
ness for me.’’ 

The District Attorney here objected to 
this line of examination. Damron stated 
that the information charged him with de- 
frauding one David Morrisof $200. If no 
such person as David Morris was defrauded, 
then the informetion could not stand. He 
was only asking a preliminary question to 
lay a foundation. ‘The Court permitted 
him to continue the line of questioning. 

“Do you remember of having told me at 
one time that you had madeso many busi- 
ness f..ilures, that you were then insolvent 
and that it was necessary for you to trans- 
act your business in the name of a relative? 
We were at the time consulting in refer- 
ence toa suit | have commenced for you— 
Morris vs. Wooly.” 

“No sir, Ido not. [never used any lan- 
guage from which an honest inan could in- 
fer that, anil you kuow it,” said Chadwick 
rather hotly. 

“You are a dirty liar,” said Damron, anda 
in the same breath turning to Justice Aus- 
tiny “L apologize to the court and beg its 
pardon.”’ 

Justice Austin did not hear the language 
and it was passed over. 

With this display of bad temper the cross- 
examination clos 

Mr. McLachlan asked Chadwick if he had 
had any conversation with Damron after 
the latter’s arrest about the note. Chadwick 
replied that afier Damron was exposed he 
had gone to him and asked him if -the other 
notes he had given him were straight. 
aoe said not to ask him that question 
then. 

S. M. Perry and Charlies H. Dunsmoor 
took the stand, and upen being shown the 
$200 note with their signatures as indorsers 
amen na both testified that they were for- 
geries, 

This closed the case for the people, and as 
the defendant had no testimony to in- 
troduce Justice Austin held Damron to 
answer to tbe Superior Court, placing bail 
at $2500. 

‘lhe examination upon the second cbhargo 
was held next. About the same formula was 
gone through with. Damron was held to 
answerin the same bail. The other case 
charging him with forging the names of 
Dr. Walter Lindley and A. H. Deatep toa 
note for $180 was continued uotil Friday 
next. 

The prisoner could not give the bail re- 
quired of him, and was remanded to the 
County Jail.

What the Police Say About Gambling 

In Chinatown. 
- There was considerable indignation In 
police circles yesterday over a sensational 
article pubiished in the Herald alleging 
that gambling is being openly carried on 
in Chinatown, and thatthe police are not 
doing their duty. The police ciaim that 
the article is grossly exaggerated in every 
respect, and that many of the statements 
are absolutely withott any foundation in 
fact. ‘Tbe officerasay that there is not a 
public tan geme running in the city, but 
admit that there may be “flyers,” which it 
isimpossibie to suppress. The roises so 
graphicaliy described are, in all probabil- 


is no law. he officers on the Chinatown 
squad laugh at the idea of armed guards at 
the doors, and say there is nothing of the 
kind, nor has there been a guard on duty 
at any game in Chinatown for months. 

There has been an increase in the num- 
ber of lottery games since the recent decis- 
lon of Justice Owens, which is in effect that 
there is no law to cover the setting up and 
maintiining of a lottery in the State, and 
thgt the officers must see the players in the 
very act of betting to secure a conviction. 
Several of the new places have put in iron 
doors, which makes it practically {mpossi- 
ble to suppress them, for the reason that no 
conviction can be had. 

In the matter of breaking doors, the offi- 
cers refer to the case of Dunn and Johnson, 
who were arrested on a charge of malicious 
mischief, for this same thing, and taken out 
of the city for trial, being put to consider- 
able trouble.

Wade’s office, and in conversation with a 
TIMES representative he expressed himeeif 
as highly pleased with the general outlook 
in Southern California, 

“I[tisnow five years since I visited Los 
Angeles,” said Mr. Speare, “and 1 can 
hardly belleve | own 6yes, when 1] look 
over this magnificent city. 1 have just 
made a trip over the northern part of the 
State and [ find that California is in a much 
better condition from a business standpoint 
than | expectedto find it. This southern 
country is a wonderful country, and it is 
hard to tell what its future will be. 1 vis- 
ited the City Hall this morning and took a 
deep interest in the Council proceedings. 
They are an intelligent-looking lot of men, 
and 1 was pleased to note the active way in 
which they transact business. So far as [ 
have looked over the Santa Fé business here — 
things aréin a better condition than they 
have been for some time past.”’ 

NEW OFFICES. 

lt fs very evident that railroad people 
consider Los Angeles one of the most im- 
portant business centers on this coast. Al- 
most all of the western roads have agents 
here, and it seems that the others are ar- 
ranging to open offices, Inafew days the 
Colorado Midland will send W- R. Alber- 
ger to this city to open an office. This roxd 
which has just been absorbed by the Santa 
Fé operates with the Southern Pacific, the 
Denver and Rio Grande, and the Rio 
Grande Western. Mr. Alberger is an old 
Santa Fé man and Is said to be a good rail- 
road man. 

The chances are that the Chi St. Paul . 
and Kansas City will open an office in this 
city, as they are arranging to do business 
with Los Angeles shippers independant of 
the combination. Thisis the only western 
road that refused to go into the combdina- 
tion. Its president informed the combina- 
tion presidents that he would take their 
word for anything in private life, but as 
railroad men he would not believe them 
under oath and would not trust them as far 
as he could sling an elephant by the tail.

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THE CITY DEBT. 


Mr. McFarland’s Report on the 
Funding Proposition. - 


LEGAL QUESTIONS INVOLVED. 


The City Attorney Recommends 
Thatan Election Be Held—Out- 
standing Bonds and the 
Rate of Interest. 


* 


A week or two ago City Treasurer John- 
son sent a communication to the Council, 
calling attention to the fact that there was 
® considerable portion of the city’s out 
6tandinge bonded indebtedness drawing a 
high rate of interest that couid be funded 
at a rate not exceeding 5 per cent, and 
recommending that this be done. Thie 
communication was referred to the City 
Attorney, and yesterday, just before the 
adjournment of the Council, Mr. McFarland 
presented his report on the matter, which 
was referred to the Finance Committees, A 
report will probably be presented at the 
next meeting of the Counci!, The report 
ot the City Attorney is as follows: 

THE REPORT. 

To the Honorable City Council of Los 
Angelea—GUNTLEMEN: 1 have made an 
examination of the bonded indebtedness of 
the city with reference to funding the same, 
and find that the city has outstanding the 
following bonds, drawing a higher rate of 
interest than 5 per cent: 

First—$76,00 of funded debt bonds 
of 1870, due August 1, 1895, draw- 
ing 7 per cent. interest. There are 
161 of these bonds remaining  un- 
paidand varying in amounts from $50 to 
$1000 e ch. i have been unable to seea 
copy of these bonds or find anyone who 
knows their provisions as to the time of 

yment. The act providing fur their issue 
says nothing in regard to their being paid 
befure the date upon which they mature. 
Mr. Robiuson, the tormer City Clerk, in- 
forms me that from his recollection there is 
DO pruviso in the bund for payment before 
maturity. ‘These bonds were originally 177 
in number and that sixteen of them were 
redeemed and canceliei in May, 1879, and, 
es 1 ain informed, were destroyed. 1 have 
made inquiry at several. of the banks, and | 
am of the oplafon that none of these bonds 
are held in the city. Until an_ inspection 
of this series of bonds can be had, it will 
be impossibie to ascértain whether or not. 
they can be now redeemed. . 

Second—#17,000 of main sewer bonds 
of 1877, due July 1, 1901, draw- 
ing interest at 7 per cent. payable 
semi-annually. The whole numberof these 
bonds w.s thirty-two, of Which the first 
five have been paid and cancelled. The 
face value of the first twelve of this series 
is $100v and the others for 8500 each. In 
these bonds the city reserves the right to 

y the same at anytime before their ma- 
urity, and that interest thereon shall cease 
‘at the expiration of fifteen days from 
the first publication of a notice that the city 
is prepared to pay the same. 

hird—-€32,000 irrigation improvement 
bonds of 1873, due April 1, 1896, drawing in- 
terest at 7 per cent. payable semi-annually. 
The whole number of these bonds was orig- 
inuliy seventy-live, of which tho first fifty- 
four have been paid and cancelled. These 
bonds are each for the sum of #1000, and 
contain the same provisiop as the last- 
described set in regard to the payment of 
them before their maturity. 

Fourth—€40,000 of general irrigation 
bonds, issued from August 1, 1873, to April 
30, 1880, and due thirty years after their re- 
spective dates. The whole number of these 
bonds is fifty-two, and none of them have 
been paid. The following «re for the sum 
of #500 each. Nos. 1, 5, 9, 12, 13, 14, 21, 22, 
28, 24. 25 R82, 41. 43, 44 to 52, inclusive:

Frow the above it will be seen that the 
total amount of bonds which are certainly 
redeemable is $381,000. of which amuunt the 
sum of $156,000. is now bearing 7 per 
cent. per annum, and the sum of $245,000, is 
now benring interest at 6 per cent. per 
apuum, 

Section 4443 of the Political Code, as 
amendedin March, 1883, provides that when- 
everacity has outstanding itndebtedness, 
the Council, by a four-fifths vote, may fund 
the same and issue bonds of not less than 
$100 nor more than #5000, and to run not 
longer than twenty years; that these bonds 
may bé delivered to the treasurer, and that 
he may exchange the same for the old in- 
debtedness or sell the same to the highest 
bidder, under the direction of the City 
Council, It also provides that the Counc! 
must levy each year ap amount sufficient to 
pay the interest, and also that at the end of 
five years they shall have an amount in the 
sinking tun agua to at least 20 per cent., 
and at the end of nine years 40 per cent. of 
the amount of the bonds issued. The bonds 
of 1881 were issued in pursuance of this 
section, which seems to contemplate that it 
can be dose without submitting the matter 
at an election of the people. But I have 
grave doubts, as have also several promi- 
nent lawyers whom I have consulted, as to 
whether or not this section is not in contra- 
vention of section 18 of article 11 of the 
Constitution, which prevides that no 
county, city, town, township, board of edu- 


_ @ation or school district shal! incur indebt- 


edness «r liability 1m any manner or for 


any purpose exceeding in any year 
the income and =—revenue provided 
for it fer such year, without the 


assent of two-thirds of the qualified electors 
thereof voting at an election to be held for 
that purpose, etc., and providing that any 
indebtedness or liability incurred contrary 
to that provision shall be void. 

In view of the fact that we propose to re- 
fund $881,000. I do not think it would be wise 
to attempt to do the same witbout callipg an 
election, as we could not afford to havé any 
doubts cast upon the validity of these 

nds. i would therefore recommend that 

e matter be referred to acommittee iu con- 
nection with myself to divide the city 
into districts, arrange details for an election 
and report an ordinance for next week.

THERE appears to be no suflicient 
provocation for persons jealous of Tnr 
and its dongs to carp at a mod- 
est mention of its notable achievement 
in bringing out the heavy delinquent 
tax fist promptiy, as was the case yes- 
terday. The modest mention afore- 
paid (together with the Thomas Moray 
oil painting) was only warranted by the 

‘well-known fact that a remarkably 
short time was given in which to do 
the entire work. We have no know}- 
edge of any local case in which a like 
large list was “licked into shape” in 
so brief a period—less than six days. 


providing for the semi-annual pay- 
mentof taxes. This is well, 9s far as 
it goes, but there are many other 
branches of the tax question which de- 
serve the close attention of our law- 
makers. 

For instauce, there is a strong feel- 
ing against the poll tax, which is per- 
baps the most odious of all the forms 
of taxation which aré levied in the 
State. It bears most heavily on the 
poor. Men working on a smail salaty 
are reached through their employers, 
while the wealthy frequently escape. 


| Even if the rich pay, that payment. is 


but a trifle to them compared with the 
burden which it is to a poor man. 
Moreover, the bulk of the tax is 
absorbed in the collection ex- 
penses, so that it is not of 
much public benafit. This tax 
was continued in the present State 
Constitution mainly for the purpose of 
aiding in driving out the Chinese, at 
the timeof the Denis Kearney crusade. 

Then there is the mortgage tax, 
which was introduced in the Constitu- 
tion under the belief that it would 
help the borrowers and cinch the 
money-lenders. It has entirely failed 
of its effect. It has kept out money 
and made it dear. The lender adds 
more than the rate of the tax to his 
interest. 

Another question which the legis- 
lators should consider is the manner 
in which delinquent taxes are sold. 
At present a taxpayer who desires to 
do what is right frequently finds that 
his property has been sold without his 
knowledge. He may have been absent 
and his agent may have overlooked the 
matter. It costs him a very heavy 
sum to recover his property, if indeed 
it is not gone beyond recall. Or a poor 
man may be absolutely unable to pay 
his taxes at the time. Should he be 
deprived of his property on this ac- 
count? Is his misfortune a crime? 
Why cannot the State buy in the prop- 
erty and charge a moderate in- 
terest for a term of years, during 
which it may be redeemed. It almost 
looks as if there was sometimes con- 
nivance between the tax officials and 
land Shylocks, who buy in delinquent 
property for a song. In some cases 
taxpayers are notifisd by postal card 
that their taxes are dus, which is the 
proper course, but in other cases the 
first intimation they have is that some 
one else claims their property. 

Again thereis acrying need for re- 
form in the method of assessing large 
tracts of land. At present the poor 
man, who buys a few acres and im- 
proves them, appears to be regarded 
as a public enemy, whois to be taxed 
for ‘‘all the traffic will bear,”’ while, on 
the other hand, the owner of a large 
tract, who keeps it for speculative 
purposes and refuses to subdivide is 
let off with an assessed value of not 
more than 10 per cent. of what he 
would sell for, ‘If there is any dis- 
crimination it should be on the other 
side. Ths man who improves should 
be favored, and the man who lets his 
land lie idle should be taxed for all it 
is worth. Then such men would be 
more ready to ofier inducements to 
settlers to go on the land and im- 
prove it. | 

That there is great unevenness in the 
assessment of property it is not neces- 
Sary to state. The instances are all 
oo frequent and glaring. If taxation 
is not made to fall more heavily on the 
rich than on the poor—if we cannot 
have the “cumulative” system, which 
has given much satisfactien in Switzer- 
land—let us at least have equal taxa- 
tion. Donotforce the poor man to 
bear the chief burden of the expenses 
of government. It isin the interest of 
the wealthy themselves to correct these 
evils, for if they are allowed to con- 
tinue the result will be an inevitable 
outburst of unreasoning prejudice, in 
which those who have the most will 
suffer most. 


THE SEALING BUSINESS. 


The Alaska Commercial Company 
will soon have to meet an important 
issue. This month its contract with, 
the Russian government to procure 
sealskins from the Siberian rookeries 
will expire, According to the San 
Francisco Chronicle the question of a 
renewal is already under the consider- 
ation of the government. The terms 
under which the lirst contract was 
ma‘le were exceedingly satisfactory to 
the company. A yearly rental of $50,- 
000 was paid, and each skin brought 
two roubles, which in American cur- 
rency is equivalent to about $1.60. 
The catch of seals has also been uni- 
formly satisfactory, and no seasons 
were especially disappointing. Last 
year over sixty thousand skins were 
obtained, as opposed to 21,000 received 
by the North American Company from 
the Bering Sea rookeries. The Sibe- 
riap skins, while not so much prized as 
the Alaska fur, yet do not fall very 
much behind in value. 
~The Chronicle says: 


} ‘The Russian government, as has already 
been -publisued, is beset with proposals 
from a dezen companies and syndicates to 
purchase the Siberian sealing rights and 
geal stock is abaormaliy high. it fs un- 
derstood that the government has refused 
to-relet the contract to the present holder 
under the existing terms. Au increased 
year’y rental is asked, and the price of the 
skins has been raised from to 10 roubles, 
It becomes a question, then, whether the 
coutract.wili be resumed by the Alaska 
Commercial Company at these figures. 

A prominent sealing skipper had this to 
say yesterday of the issue involved in the 
reletting of the contract: 

“If the old company does net secure the 
privilege it will undoubtedly be sold to one 
of the several Luropean companies com- 
peting for it. 
nopoly will bave its center io Europe, and 
this country wiil lose an important revenue. 
Statistics show that eéeals are geiting 
scarcer every yeariu the Bering Sea and 
more numerous onthe Siberian Coast. The 
cowpany, therefore, that secures the Si- 
beriap rookeries, will control the market. 


It is stated that the Alaska Com- 
mercial Company.bas retained of 
last season’s catch over fifty thousand 
skins expecting a rise in the market.

BRUCE DOUGLAS. 


A Newspaper Man 
Ba 
{Oakland Tribune.] 


Bruce Douglas, a newspaper man of 
exceptional ability, died on Sunday at 
the City and County Hospital of San 
Francisco, from a combination of ail- 
ments caused by whisky, exposure 
and pneumonia. Douglas’s career was 
an erratic one. He made his debut on 
the Pacific Coast about three years 
ago, arriving in Los Angeles directiy 
from New York. He was then fasb- 
ionably attired and put up for a sbort 
time at one of the leading hotels, 
where by degrees it leaked out that he 
was a member of the Manhattan Yacht 
Club of New York, and a nephew of 
Robert Percy Dongias, the possessor 
of an earldom in the peerage of Great 
Britain, For. a time the nowcomer 
lived very well, distinguishing himself, 
however, by going on wild drunks, 
during one of which be arrived at that 
unfortunate condition known as 
“broke.’” ‘Then he sought employ- 
ment on the daily papers, and his writ- 
ings soon won him favor in the editor- 
ial rooms, and he might have done 
very well. He jogged along all right 
for atime. and then one morning the 
news spread around town that Bruce 
Douglas had committed suicide. 

His friends at once made for his 
rooms, and there he was discovered 
under the doctor’s care, witha ragged 
hole in his arm. It did not take bim 
long to recover, however, and his at- 
tem pt at self-destruction was regardea 
as a move on his part to excite sympa- 
thy, for he certainly could have made 
a better aim at a vital part than to 
shoot himself inthe arm. Anyhow he 
got a little money out of it, for a few of 
his acquaintances clubbed finances to- 
gether, bought him some clothes, and 
gave bim a ticket to San Francisco and 
a little money with which to live when 
he got there. Away went Douglas, 
promising to reform. 

In this section he, however, re- 
peated, during the past two years, his 
failures down South. His writings 
were always marketabie, but every 
line he wrote aided in his downfall, 
forthe moment he received his com- 
pensation therefor he would start 
off on a drunk, that would be pro- 
longed until every cent was gone. He 
drifted over to Oakiand last fall, and 
did a little work here, but the flowing 
bow! was too much for him, and he 
soon went back to his headquarters o! 
dissipation in San Francisco. There 
be plunged deeper and deeper into the 
mire, his cloths became unpresentable, 
his appearance that of a chronic 
drunk, and his intemperance unbear- 
able. In the early part of last week 
he started off on one of his periodical 
toois; on Wednesday he was found, 
sick unto death, in a little garret that 
he called home, and on Friday-he was 
conveyed to the County Hospital, and 
there, as the eve of Sunday was clos- 
ing in he passed the boundary of mor- 
tality. Scarce 28 yoars of age, of good 
lineage, comely, well educated, and 
‘prepossessing of manner, 1t was a sad 
end todie in a bed of charity in a 
straiige land, with no one to mourn 
bis loss. i 

Among the magazines for which he 
wrote were the Century, Overland 
Monthly, and Scribner’s. -He was also 
a contributor to the San Francisco 
Wave, and was also an occasional con- 
tributor to the Sunday editions of the 
leading dailies. His body has been 
claimed by the §t. Andrew’s Society, 
which has cabled to England to as- 
certain what disposition shall be 
made of his body.

WITH THE FOX _AS AGGRESSOR. | 


Carryings-on In Carointeria—Criti- 
cisms of the Sher'i’f’s Office— 
A Lompoc Lie, or 
Liaisor. 


SANTA BARBARA, Jarl. 31.—[Cot- 
respondence of THe TimeEs.] One 
of the most palpable cases of official 
apathy, not to emplor any stronger 
term, exists in this couaty at the pres- 
ent time, 

The facts regarding the affair are 
these: About the ist of December 
last, one R. B. Fox, a day laborer, re- 
siding in asmall hut by the roadside 
near Carpiterina, hada controversy 
with a citizen of that burg by the name 
of Pike, which termina:ed in the dis- 
charge ofa shotgan in the hunds of 
Fox, the contents of which were lodged 
in Pike’s left side, much to his chagrin 
and bodily injury. ) 

The circumstances attending and pre- 
ceding the shooting are, as near a8 can 
be learned. as follows: Mr: Pike had 
employed Fox’s son for 1 time, and for 
some reason the employer and em- 
ployé could not agree upon a settie- 
ment, and the payment of the Fox boy 
was therefore delayed. Fox, senior, 
now took the matter in hand and noti- 
fled Pike that he must settle witb- 
him (R. B. Fox,) instead of the boy. 
The matter remained in abeyance for a 
time, when Pike received a cross and 
harshly-worded letter from Fox, say- 
ing that he wanted the debtor to call 
and settle without delay. Mr. Pike’s 
exchequer happened to be in a de- 
pleted condition at the time, and so 
payment was further delayed. Some 
time afterward Pike received another 
letter, so he claims, couched in still 
stronger terms, coupled with a threat 
of suits and any amount of annoyance 
in case payméut was not made forth- 
with. Soon after the receipt of this 
message, Pike called at Fox’s resi- 
dence in company witha neighbor, to 
adjust and settle the matter, Fox 
was called for and soon appeared in 
the yard and entered into conversation 
with Pike. After a@ few words had 
passed between them, fox, for some 
cause, became livid with rage and or- 
dered his son, who stood near him, to 
go into the ‘house, get the gun 
and shoot Pike. The boy obeyed 
to the extent of bringing forth the 
gun, but declined to shoot his former 
employer. Fox then asked for the 
gun, and,as the boy was passing it to 
him, Pike started’ om the run to leave 
the premises, bat, unfortunately 
stumbled ani fell, and, while pros- 
trate on the ground, Fox fired upon 
him, inflicting a dangerous chy 
from the effects of which he kept his 
bed for several weeks. 

The timely interference of Pike's 
neighbor «t this juncture probably 
saved his life; for it was apparent that 
Fox intended to discharge the other 
barrel at his helpless caller. Pike 
was tekento bis home in a pitiable 
condition, and a surgeon was called to 
dress bis wounds. but for the fact 
that the gun bad been loaded with 
smali shot, Pike would undoubtedly 
have lost his life. 

Fox, soon after the shooting, took 
his gun and an ax and. went into the 
foothills. A warrant was issued for 
his arrest and placed in the hands of 
the Sheriff of this county; he gave it to 
a deputy with instructions to serve 
it, and said deputy, from all appear- 
ance, has kept it pockéted from that 
time to this. In the meantime Fox has 
visited his home. fifty times, probabiy, 
and has been repeatedly seen by sev- 
eral acquaintances in broad daylight 
in the vicinity of his but. 

Not only so, but your correspondent 
has been reliably informed that Fox 
has been seen within the past week on 
the streets of this city. Such indiffer- 
ence to duty on the part of the Sheriff’s 
office is producing its effect, and many 
complaints are made on all sides, and 
especialiy from the friends and neigh- 
bors of Pike at Carpiateria, for it is 
well known that that gentleman is a 
peaceable and law-abiding citizen, and 
an old resident of that valley. 

Fox is a Missourian and has resided 
at his present babitat only about a 
year; and, while he has been quiet and 
unoffending heretofore, he seems now 
to aifect tho desperado, since it is re- 
ported that he has said that he ‘‘would 
never be taken alive.”’ 

Sberiff Broughton told your corre- 
spondent some days ago that after the 
execution of Lopez, which took place 
on the 26th inst., he (Broughton,) 
would give his personal attention to 
Mr. Fox; but so far nothing has been 
dance; hence this comment. 

A LOMPOC LIAISON. 

The classic village of Lompoc in this 
county isin aferment over a scandal 
of very large proportions. One Neal, 
a resident of that staid and quiet 
burg, surprised the natives and a con- 
stable a few nights ago by coming into 
town in the middie of the night, from 
a camping tripto the seashore, and 
frantically imploring the officer to re- 
turn with bim to the beach and arrest 
his wife and brother, who, he alleged, 
had “‘left camp’’ and were out in the 
brush, together, dressed only in the 
habiliments of the slumberer. He al- 
leged that the offending individuals 
had stolen away into the darkness of 
the night after he and others of the 
party were duly wrapped in the sweet 
embrace of Morpheus, and that such 
conduct was not in keeping with either 
a good brother or a faithful 
wife; hence his sad perturbed state of 
mind. **My.”’

WHAT THE FARMER NEEDS. 


Reciprocity Wil! Open to Him the 
World’s Markets. 
[Sacramento Record-Unton. 1 

If the wealth of the country is con- 
-Stantly increasing, why is it thatthe 
farmers are steadily growing poorer? 
Why is soil-tilling becoming less and 
less remunerative? Why are farmers 
being more deeply, every year, sub- 
merged in an ocean of mortgages? 
cause, fur the main reason, legislation 
and political management bave, at the 
expense of thé protiucer, conserved the 
interests of trusts, rings, combines, 
manufacturers and congested _ ill- 
directed wealth. The -unprotected 
farmer consumes what the manufact- 
urers stipulate he shall; and at the 
prices they name. The bosses and 
combines, the political thimble-riggers, 
andthe wise men who can see no 
further than the party wall, treat the 
farmer as the forgotten man. Asa 
result, he is not even consulted 
as to the means of securing a 
market abroad for that we pro- 
duce to the best advantage—indeed, 
he is not consulted by them about 
much of anything. Now this forgotten 
man, who sees his sons fleeing to towns 
and cities and getting in the swim with 
the bosses and political managers, and 
engaging in trade in preference to cul- 
tivating the soil, is proposing a change 
of policy, and that his demands are 
forcible is evidenced by the attempts 
of the two great parties, each to con- 
vince him that their’s is the only safe 
and certain route to success, each 
standing ready to promise him any- 
thing if be will but join hands with it 
and cease his plaints about inibility to 
produce under the conditions that ob- 
tain, and at the same time make both 
ends meet. But the farmer demands 
an export trade,to be fostered and 
stimulated, and the best means to that 
end is reciprocity. He demands that 
the tariff shali not shut him out of the 
world’s markets, but that we shall 
open up a basis of common interest in 
every market of the world to our prod- 
ducts, which we can enter to ad- 
vantage. Under the principles of 
reciprocity these ends can be accom- 
plished with the nearest approach to 
even justice attainable. 


The Governmant Loan Business.

Wheat 
would sbrink terribly in value in cross- 
ing the Atlantic, while foreign manu- 
facturers would want as much as ever 
for their goods. How does this look in 
connection with free trade? How the 
Government is likely to come out of 
this speculation is not an obscure 
proposition. It will certainly be run- 
ning the biggest pawn shop in the 
world, but pawn-broking has never 
been its strongsuit. History indicates 
plainly enuugh what will be the out- 
come. 
How Senators Are Elected.

Efforts to Break Up the High- 
binders’ Societies. 


Their Places of Meeting Wreeked by 
the San Francisco Police, 


The Toulomne River Toll Bridge Fire 
Proves Incendiary, 


An Important Decision Rendered at 
San Diego—Delayed Rain Ra- 
Smuggling at 
Ensenada—Coast News. 


By Telegraph to The Times. . 

San Francisco, Feb. 2.—|By the 
Associated Press.) There were ex- 
citing scenes in Chinatown today. At 
noon Sergt. Price and posse resumed 
the crusade on the meeting places of 
highbinder societies, and to preserve 
order during these raids and keep the 
streets cleared, Chief Crowley detailed 
a squad of twelve stalwart officers, un- 
der Sergt. Harter, to accompany the 
raiders. The escorting squad was pro- 
vided with side arms, which included 
the regulation club and pistol. 

Many of the highbinders’ headquar- 
ters raided during the past few days 
were again visited. Some of the 
places had been refitted and the fur- 
nitdre and fixings were again demol- 
ished, The smashing of partitions and 
framework caused hundreds of Chinese 
to collect on the opposite side of the 
street, and they were kept at a respect- 
ful distance by the escorting squad. 
At the headquarters of the Ping Kong 
Tong, Sergt. Price and posse found 
that a new partition in the rooms had 
been constructed since the. first visit. 
This was quickly smashed into splin- 
ters by the axes of the invaders. 

“The Chief told me to deal with 
these highbinders as I saw fit,” said 
Sergt Price, as he wiped big drops of 
sweat from his brow, “and I mean to 
proceed with this work until they give 
up allattempts to fit up quarters or 
hold meetings.’’ The last place visi- 
ted was at No. 69 Spofford alley, the 
headquarters of the Chee Kung Tong, 
the oldest and most powerful high- 
‘binder society in the city. This or- 
ganization is also the richest and nu- 
merically the strongest in Chinatown, 
and parent of all the others. Its rooms 
had remained untouched for the rea- 
son that its members had not of late 
become involved in murderous deeds. 
It was considered as dangerous asthe 
others, however, and for that reason 
tbe officers paid it a visit: 

There were many costly ornaments 
in the rooms and the officers hesitated 
beginning the work of destruction, as 
some of the richly-engraved wooden 
ornaments were worth at least $15,000.

The Trouble Arose Over the Ques- 
tlons of Apprentices and Pay 
for Over-time—The Ger-~ 
man Compositors.

San Francisco, Feb. 3.—{By the 
Associated Press.} Twenty-seven 
union printers and seven apprentices 
struck work at the large establishment 
of H. 8S. Crocker & Co, today,and the 
Typographical Union alleges as the 
causes for the strike that the firm re- 
fused to respect union rules as to the 
employment of apprentices and pay 
for over time; also, that a number of 
non-union men had been employed.

THE GERMAN PRINTERS. 

The German Typographical Union 
has notified the German Demokrat 
and other German papers of this city 
and Oakland of anew tariff to enter 
into effect beginning this morning. 
The charge (pight rate) bas heretofore 
been 50 cepts per 1000 ems for all sizes 
of type. The new tariff provides

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—| By the As- 
sociated Press.} In the Silver Pool 
Investigation Committee, Senator Ab- 
ner Taylor of illinois testified that he 
had bought on a margin in last July 
and August 40,000 ounces of silver and 


sold it at a profit. He wished it put on/ 


record that the purchase was made 
after the Silver Bill became a law. 
He had not bought any silver since. 

Mr. Taylor said that he did not 
know of any senator or other repre- 
sentative having bought silver, The 
witness did not buy any silver before 
the law wont into effect, nor while leg- 
islation was pending. He had dealt 
some in wheat since he had been in 
Congress. 

He had, after consultation with the 
President, Secretary of the Treasury, 
and Director of the Mint (by whom it 
was approved), introduced a bill atthe 
beginning of the present session look- 
img to the purchase of the 13,000,000 
ounces of surplus silver in the United 
States. He did not hold an ounce of 
silver at the time, and did not, before 
the intreduction of the bill, have any 
conference with any man. supposed to 
own silver. 

Representative Clunie of California 
testified that he never dealt in‘ silver, 
and did not know any senator or sep- 
resentative who had. 

James A. Owenby was sworn. He 
resided, ke said, in New York, but 
spent most of his time in Washington. 
' His business last year was that of a 
broker. He handled all sorts of secur- 
ities, and when he had an opportunity 
he dealt in silver. His original busi- 
ness was mining. He had desk-room 
in the office of Wells, Fargo & Co. in 
New York.

‘TVALIDITY “OF POLICE COURTS. 


Important Decision by Judge Clark 
Yesterday~Thie Edeimans Fight- 
ing for Delay—Court Notes 
—~New Cases, 


And now a continuatice is wanted in the 
celebrated case against Frank E. Rose, 


‘The case ig on the calendar for trial In 
Departiient One on Wedoesday next. 
Yesterday counsel for Kose appeared be- 
fore Judge Smith and asked for a continu- 
anee, on the ground that hedid-not know 
of the case being set for trial and that Kose 
was outof the State and could not reach 
here in time to bein attendance. If given 
time the attorney promised that Kose would 
be here. 

Judge Smnith stated that he would let the 
case stand ‘until tle day set for trial came. 
“Then on a proper showing he intimated 
that he would grant a reasonable continu- 
ance. 

lose was tried once and convicted on this 
charge. Judge Cheney granted a motion 
tora new trial. ‘he prosecution uppealed 
the case to the Supreme Court on this rul- 
ing. The decision of the lower court was 
affirmed, and now the whole affair inust be 
gone over again. Jobn B. Haskins, the 
principal witness against Rose, is already 
here, having come on from New York City 
to testify in the case. 

AN IMPORTANT RULING. 

In the case of Bell vs. Owens, to deter- 
mine the jurisdiction of the Police Court, 
Superlor Judge Clark yesterday handed 
down an important decision, which is as 
fvllows: 

This is an alternate writ of prohibition. 
The principal question involved and to 
determine which this suit was 
brougat, 1. e., 1s there a Police Court in Los 
Angeles,and lias respondent jurisdiction asa 
justice thereof?” cannot be determived on 
the pleadings in thecase.as they at present 
exist. The Bvunstitution, provides that 
the Legislature esball determine the 
number of justices of the peace to be 
elected in townships® and incorpdrated 
Cities, eto.. and fix the limits of their jurisdic- 
tion; the Legislature declared that in 
every city having 27,000 and not 
more than 100,000 inhabitants, there should 
be two justices of the peace elected, and by 
an act generally known as the “Whitoey 
acv’”’ provided that the judicial power of 
every city having 30,000 and under 100,000 
inbabitauts shouid be vested ina police 
court to be held by the city justices, and 
prescribes the limits of its jurisdiction. 

It is upon these two enactments that re- 
spondent rests. The petition upon which 
the writ issued alleges that the petitioner 
was arrested upon a warrantissued out of 
the Poiice Court upon a complaint sworn to 
before respondent, M. T. Owens, as a 
police jndge; that said M. T. Owens claims 
and pretends that he has been elected and 
has qualified as one of the two justices of 
the peace in and for said City of Los An- 
geles, and that, as such city justice of the 
he isentitiedto hold a police court 
in said city, by virtue of said act of March 
13, 1885, and that unless restrained he will 
proceed to try said petitioner upon the 
chargéin said complaint- contained. Tho 
petition then alleges that the City of Los 
Angejes is not, aud has not been at any 
time mentioned in the petition, a city 
of 20,000 inhabiiants. If these allega- 
tions be true, they would of course be con- 
-clusive in favor of petitioner; for if the city 
has less than 20,000 inhab:t ints there can-be 
but one justice under the provisions of said 
section 105 C. C. P., and if less than 30,000, 
the city justices would have no power Ww or- 
ganize and act as a police court under said 
act of March 15, 1885; and respondent fliing 
no auswer denying these allegations, but 
only a general demurrer, admits them to be 
true. Petitioner's position is that the pop- 
ulation of the city isto be determined by 
ihe United States census only; that the 
census of 1890 was not officially promulgated 
at the time respondent assumed to act as 
city justice and ex- officio police judge, and 
that the court must be governed by the fed- 
erai census of 1880. Respondent's -position 
is: First, that the population of the city was 
established at over 30,000 by ev:dence taken 
by the Board of Supervisors at the time of the 
appointment of his predecessor; and, sec- 
oud, thatatthe time of his election and 
gualification the Federal census had been 
taken, showing a population of over 
thirty thousand inhabitarts, These posi- 
tions, however, are taken only 
briefs, and not in the pleadings. Ke- 
spondent’s demurrer adwits the allegation 
of the petition, that the city is a city of less 
than tweoty thousand inhabitants, to be 
trne, and if this court is a trial court 
whose province is to decide cases, and not 
to settle principles, it will be time erough 
to determine those questions when they 
re ptoperly presented. It wili also be 
time to pass upon the other questions in- 
voived, including the constitutionality of 
of the city ordivance in question when the 
issues are settied. 

The demurrer must be overruled, with 
the usual time to answer, :

When the case was Caled, an examina- 
tion of the papers on file demonstr.ted the 
fact the complaint bad suddenly disap- 
peared. It was last seen on Saturday last, 
when Nappie was brought into court just 
after her arrest. 

As there was nothing upon which to hold 
the two defendants, Justice Stauton dis- 
charged them. Both William and Nannie 
made for the door. Just as they stepped 
over the threshold they were immediately 
rearre upon warrauts issued from Jus- 
tice Owen's courtand taken into custody. 

The couple were taken . before Justice 
Owens and as the prosecuting attorney 
Stated that material witnesses for the peo- 
ple could not be secured before today, the 
examination was set for 2 o'clock this af- 
ternoon. The defendants demanded an 
immediate examination. 

Tne Court came near causing Crumb to 
faint when he fixed his ball at $3000, Nan- 
nie’s ball was fixéd at $1000 bond or 8500 
eash. Crumbis beginning to weaken, and 
yesterday morsipg sent his wife a begging 
letter appealing to her not to try and do 
anything aginst him, and promising to 
provide for her in the future. Tne Caivert 
woman has up to this time seemed to regard 
the proceedings in the nature of a Joke, but 
ber husband seems determined to push the 
prosecution, and from the manner in which 
Justice Owens handled the case yesterday 
afternoon, she seemed to realize that her 
situation was becoming serious.

MOST OF THE EPISCOPAL CHURCHES 
NOW EMPLOY THEM. 


Enough Boys Are Hard to Sccure—Connt- 
less Rehearsals Necessary Before the 
Trained Choir Is Ready to Sing Ac- 
ecoptably—German Boys Proferred. 


Boy choirs are now cn_ established 
feature of worship in a majority of Epis- 
copal churches in this city; but fow 


knowledge of the work of the choir be- 
yond that gained as listencrs. Thesearch 
for singers, the teachors’ rehearsals and 
the many hindrances to the successftl 
maintenance of a veste< choir are all out 
of sight. 

Before the existence of a genera) de- 
mand for boys with good voices, an or- 
ganist was often besieced by applicants 
and had only to make his choice. How 
different the conditions are today every 
organist, with the possil!e exception of 
those of Trinty parish, can attest. Trin- 


ity has at command the parish schools | 


| from which, much after the English sys- 
'tem, the choirmaster may select his 


choir. 

Not so fortunate, however, are most 
choirmasters. They are obliged to de- 
pend on such soutces as advertiseménts 
in the newspapers, both Engiish and 
German; the Sunday scliools of tho par- 
ish and the public schools, and the offer 
of a commission to any boy securing a 
satisfactory chorister. The first named 
is perhaps the most snccessfal method, 
and many good voices have been ob- 
tained by it; but no one of the above isa 
sure method of recuperating the ever- 
changing personnel of the choir, and 
many organists probably appreciate the 
feelings of the choirmaster of one of ihe 
largest Episcopal churches in New York, 
who, when asked in what manner he 
provided for -vacancies in his choir, re- 
plied that he ‘‘trusted to luck.” 

CHOIR SCHOOLS. 

If church services demanded a daily 
choral services choir schools such as ex- 
ist abroad would be necessary, and 
those interested hope that in time such 
institutions will be maintained in this 
country. 

The lack of materia: for solo voices 
has prompted the organists of some 
prominent churches, such as St. George's, 
| St. Mary the Virgin’s, Ail Angels, and 
_ St. Ignatins’, to employ female voices in 
, this capacity, and even as auxiliary 
_chorus singers, and the future will 
| doubtless seo many other churches com- 
pelled to adopt this expedient, which 
can certainly be defen’ted on musical if 
not on ecclesiastical grounds. 

The most successful choirs in New 
York number about thirty-five voices, 
viz., sixteen trebles, five altos, seven 
.tenorsand eight bassos, and although 
authorities differ somewhat tho best re- 
sults appear to be obtained when the 
parts are divided in about this propor- 
tion. 

Voices vary greatly in quality and 
carrying power, which makes it difficult 
to give a definfto, law covering every 
case, but some adult voices are a neces- 
sity. 

The number of rehearsals varies ac- 
cording to the style of music rendered 
and the ability of the choir to read 
music readily. In few churches are the 
rehearsals for boys less frequent than 
twice weekly, and in many cases indi- 
vidual lessons are given in addition. 

Many listeners express wonder at the 
| facility with which the little choristers 
render florid passages; but except in 
_ rare instances these results are accom- 
plished by hard and patient labor on the 
_ part of both instructor and pypil. 
GERMAN BOYS Ij DEMAND. 

: Boys of German parentage are greatly 
in demand, they seeming to possess bet- 
ter voices than American lads, and in ad- 
dition a musical instinct, which is a 

_ great help to proficiency in their art. 

. Boys are available for choir work be- 

tween the ages of 9 and 16. At an 

earlier age than 9 they do not possess 

, Bufficient intelligence to be of service, 

, and except in rare cases their voices do 

_ not last after the sixteenth year. 

' Fora time before their voices are en- 

-_tirely lost boys are sometimes available 
for the alto parts—the upper register 

. being useless—but this is a great injustice 
to the chorister, as the value of his voice 
in after years is by this course seriously 

depreciated. 

_ Boys’ voices have two registers, the 
“thick” and “thin.” In the first the 
vocal chords vibrate in their whole thick- 

' ness and in the latter only the thin edges

In addition to the flute like timbre 
when the thin register is employed, the 
compass of the voiceis extended up to 
G and A above ‘the staffrwithont effort, 
notes which would be impossible for the 
untrained boy to deliver. -

are paid a salary which varies from $1.50 
to $10 monthly for chorus work, and 
from $15 to $50a month for soloists. Ex- 
céptional voices command corresponding 
salaries. 

A system of fines for tardiness, ab- 
sence and misbehavior is generally en- 
forced as the most satisfactory method 
of maintaining discipline, and it is prob- 
able that the angelic countenance of thie 
average choir boy is nourished by the 
prospect of the salary which this course 
will preserve intact.New York World.
